Fields earned $38,418 from 
Madison County in 1986; $720 
from a Veterans Administration 
pension; and $22,072 in commis- 
sions from Brown tors.

Candidates-must report their

Costello listed a capil gain of 
between $15,001 and $50,000 on 
the sale of a building in Belle- 
ville; showed interest income 
between $1,001 and $5,000; and 
rent income with a gross value 
between $30,002 and $100,000 and 
a net value between $200 and 


‘for a total of $150,002 to $350, 


$2,000. 

Costello’s Stock holdings were 
valued between $65,002 and 
$115,000, and his real estate hold- 
ings — two buildings in Granite 
City — were valued between 
$150,002 and $350,000. 

The two Granite City build- 
ings, however, are mortgaged 
}200. 
Costello also owes between $5,000 
and $15,000 to the Bank of Belle- 
ville. 

Fields reported no real estate 
or stock holdings, and showed 
interest income of between $2,601 
and $6,000 in 1986. 

The next reporting deadline on 
the candidates’ campaign 
receipts is Jan. 31. With the 
reports postmarked by that date, 
the information is expected to 
become available to the blic 
during the first week of Febru- 
ary. 

Speculation that some of the 
candidates have missed cam- 
paign fund filing deadlines is 
unfounded, federal officials said.
